disapproved. 
If this policy were in ef­ 
fect, m any feel the mail 
service would be both more 
efficient and less expensive. 
It was interesting to note 
that last Fall, in a sim ilar 
poll of my constituents, 65 
percent w ere dissatisfied 
with th eir m ail service, 
feeling it needed vast im ­ 
provement. 
A total of 87.2 percent of 
those responding favored the 
return of prayer in public 
schools, with the rem aining 
12.8 
p ercent 
in 
disagreem ent. 
I was also interested to 
learn what the people of the 
Third District felt about the 
policy 
of 
p erm ittin g 
Congressmen to vote ab­ 
sentee in Committee. Only 13 
percent 
indicated 
th eir 
support of this procedure, 
whereby Congressmen send 
their proxy vote if they do 
not attend the m eeting. A 
total of 87 percent endorsed 
the procedure for perm itting 
com mittee voting only by 
those Congressmen in a t­ 
tendance.

Chinese athletes to compete 
in the Montreal Games in 
July 
1976, according to 
m em bers 
of 
the 
In ter­ 
national 
Olympic 
Com­ 
mittee. 
The IOC opens its 76th 
annual session today with 
the China question pushed 
into the wings by the crisis 
surrounding 
the 
Montreal 
games. 
But 
many 
IOC 
m em bers looked relieved 
when told that work was 
resuming on the Olympic 
complex following a con­ 
struction 
workers’ 
strike. 
The Chinese have shown 
they are keen to reappear as 
soon as possible in Olympic 
sports and their application 
to rejoin had beem timed so 
that 
the 
fourday 
session 
could re-elect them. 
China walked out of the 


IOC in 
1954 
when 
then- 
President Avery Brundage 
announced 
that 
Taiwan 
would also be recognized. 
Taiwan is still an 
IOC 
member. 


But IOC members pointed 
out the Chinese first must 
reform 
their 
National 
Olympic 
Com m ittee 
to 
conform to IOC rules. The 
all-China Sports Council has 
not yet done this and for this 
technical reason their ad­ 
mission probably will be 
deferred until 
the 
next 
meeting during the Winter 
Olympics in Innsbruck in 
January. 


Following today’s opening 
ceremony, the meeting will 
not get down 
to 
serious 
business until 
Wednesday 
when 
the 
Montreal 
organizers present their 
progress 
report 
and will 
have to field 
a host of 
questions about the progress 
of the Olympic site and 
organization
